I have no idea 
what kind of wood walking canes are 
usually mace of. When the scuffle 
was going on in Brown’s store 1 saw 
Mr. Yerger’s arm come out once or 
twice and the Knife was in his hand. 

TESTIMONY BY THOMAS GREEN. 

By prosceation: Q. Do vou know 
the prisoner? 

A. Yes, sir.

A. E. M. Yerger. 

Were you present al any diffi- 
culty in which he was ¢ngaged dur- 
ing the present month? 

A. I was not, at least not at the be- 
ginning.

Mr. Yerger was talking very 
excitedly to Col. Crane, and with my 
construction of the language it was 
very abusive. I think the only re- 
mark I heard Col. Crane make was 
that he did not regard Mr. Yerger at 
all. After some talk by both parties, 
Co]. Crane turned around to leave, as 
I thought, when Mr. Yerger took 
him by the right arm and shoved him 
and said, ** go, G-—d d—n you.”’ Col. 
Crane had a small bamboobriar, | 
think it was fora walking stick, and 
turned and struck Mr. Yerger one 
lick across the shoulders or neck with 
the stick—the caused Col, 
Crane’s hat to fall over his eves, Mr. 
Yerger then drew his knifeand struck 
at Col. Crane; the blows took effect 
just in left of back below} the shoulder 
blade. I saw two or three other 
blows made, and as I thought, an ef- 
fort to get the knife into his back just

Yerger, southeast; while thus facing, 
Mr. Yerger struck Col. Crane just be- 
low the shoulder-blade, as uear as I 
ean locate it; Col. Crane’s manner 
during the conversation indicated that 
he would like to get away from there; 
the cane that Col. Crane used was 
about as large as my litile finger; 
blows were given back-handed; don’t 
think serious harm could haye been 
infliction any one by a blow of that 
kind. Soou after LT went to. Brown’s 
store, saw Col. Crane Iving upon the 
floor dying; the whole time that 
elapsed from the blow of the stick in 
the hands of Col. Crane, until his 
death, -could not have been five min- 
utes; can give no positive information 
in reference to the knife.

This question was presented to the 
Board of Mayor and Aldermen yes- 
terday, but instead of answering it 
fairly and squarely, as their constitu- 
ents hada right to expect, the mem- 
bers. of that body went into secret 
caucus, and in a star-chamber sort of 
way hocus-pocused 4 Géonclusion which 
leaves the Mayor and Finance Com- 
mittee to make answer. What that 
answer may be we can surmise from 
the arguments by the 
Mayor, who has all along been out- 
spoken in favor of the measure. Pre- 
suming our surmises correct, as they 
are justified by Dr. Lerrwici’s 
Messages, we will treat the subject as 
if already determined upon against 
the will of the people and the great 
body of tax-payers of Memphis.

PERISH BY THE SWORD.” 


Another Chapter in the History of the 
“ Dickens Place Tragedy.” 


Inman and Morgan, alias Addison, Found--- 
The Latter Killed by Judge Lynch. 


Action of the Grand Jury of the Circuit 
Court---Cumulative Proof of 
_ Guilt---Ete., Ete. 


The cireumstances attending the tcrri- 
ble tragedy enacted at the Old Dickens 
place; three miles northeast of Raleigh, 
on the night of the ninoteenth of Febru- 
arv, are still fresh in the minds of our 
readers, as aro also the details of the pro- 
tracted and searching preliminary exami- 
nation before a court of Lhree Magistrates, 
which resulted in the binding over of 
Capt. J. BE. Patterson in the sui of 820,- 
0, as accessory to the murders. 
It willbe remembered that thisexamina- 
tion revealed the facts, and proved ‘them 
almost conclusively, that the murders 
were committed by two men who had 
assed and were known in Memphis, un- 
er the names of Inman and Morgan; 
that they were merely the tools or agents 
of parties in this city, by whom they were 
paid to murder not onty Green Wilson 


and Nancy Dickens, but Col. Tor. 
Dickens and Robt. Humphries also; 
that the murders were. not committed 


for the sake of the plunder of the houses, 
but were the result ofa long premeditated 
and deeply laid plan to get possession of 


certain papers and documents, and 
to make way with Witnesses 
whose existence was a standing 


nace to the safety and life of the par- 
ties who employed the assassins; that In- 
man and Morgan were seen in company 
in Memphis with certain parties who paid 
their hotel bills, furnished them with 
money, carried them to their houses, etc. 

These facts were fully developed, and 
the testimony published from day to day, 
as was elicited from witnesses, in the Ap- 
PEAL. Atiheclose of the examination, 
which was protracted fer seventeen days, 
Capt. J. E, Patterson was, as we stated, 
bound over.in the sum of twenty thous- 
and dollars for his appearance at the next 
term of the Circuit Court. The others 
who were implicated were not arrested; 
nor were any open steps taken towards 
their prosecution. 

In this condition the atfair stood until 
the late session of the Circuit Court 
Grand Jury, which took it in hand, and 
afier a patient and close examination; not 


the public, but of muchthat has not yet 
transpired, found true bills against In- 
man.and Morgan for murder, and against 
Capt. J. E, Patterson, R. M. Thompson, 
John Curlin and Zach Curlin as acces- 
sory thereto. 

Capt.’ Patterson was immediately ar- 
rested, and steps taken to secure Thomp- 
son and the Curlims. As to Inman aud 
Morgan, neither of them has been arrest- 
ed, and one of them never will be. His 
venue has been changed from earihlv tgi- 
bunals, and his blood-stained, crime laden 
soul has already appeared at the awful 
har of God and unswered for the dark and 
dreadfui deeds ofthis life. 

A few days ago we published y para- 
graph taken from the Tuscumbia ( Ala.) 
Zimes, detailing the arrest of two men 
named Inman and charged 
with horse stealing, and their subsequent 
execution by a band of unknown men. 
A suspicion crossed our mind on reading 
it, that the two men spoken of were the 
murderers, known hete as Inman and 
Morgan, and we immediately took steps 
to verify it. The following is the result 
of our inquiries: 

These two men, Liman and Addison 
(Anderson being a typographical error), 
eame tothe neighborhood of Frankfort, 
Ala., where the tragedy alluded to is said 
to have occurred, early in the spring, and 
took up their abode at the house of ITn- 
man’s mother, who, with his wife, lives 


ou Williams’ ereek, in Marion county, 
twelve miles. from Pikeville, Ala, 
did nor Sppeer to have 
auy occupation, nut from time 


to time left the neighborhood, ostensibly 
to go to Memphis to colieect monev frem 
parties Who were in debt to them. From 
these trips, we are informed, thev invari- 
ably returned snecessful, and it is also 
known that they several times received 
money from Memphis through the post- 
office. 


be a from 


farmer, living twelve miles 
Memphis, camo downin that region to 
see Inman. He did not go out to his 
house, however, but seut him a letter by 
a messenger, on the receipt of which I[n- 
man went to Memphis and was ahsent a 
shori time, 

About three weeks ago, a valuable horse 
was stolen from Mr. Alph Walker, of 
Russelville, Franklin county, Alabama, 
and the theft was traced to Inman and Ad- 
dison, and they were immediately ar- 
rested on thacharge and confined in the 
jail at Frankfort, Ala. On 
day night ensuing their arrest, (last nicht 
two weeks ago), a band of armed and dis- 
guised men, eight or ten in number, sur- 
rounded the jail and ordered the jailor; 
Mr. S. A. Jones, to give upthe keys. He 
did so, and they opened the jail and took 
therefrom the two prisoners and carried 
them out on the road leading from Frank- 
fort to Tuscumbia, 

After they had been gone a quarter ofan 
hour, flftecn and twenty shots were heard, 
and on following in the direction which 
they had taken, Mr. Jones and some citi- 


Addison lying ou the roadside dead, his 
skin, to use tho gravhie language of one 
of the finders, ** broken in sixteen places 
by navy six bullets.’’ The other man, In- 
man, was shot three times, one bullet 
breaking the left arm above the elbow, 
the othertwo striking him in the head, 
aud, passing around, one lodging in 
the neck, the other glancing up, 
doing but little damage. We was 
taken to his mother’s and Dr: Se- 
vier, a surgeon of Frankfort, dressed 
his wounds, and at the last dates he was 
likely to get well. Assoon as heis able 
to bear it, he will be arrested and brought 
hithef, 


those who found it, and from it were 
taken several letters and decuments, one 
of which we haye in our possession, 
Which prove him to have been identical 
with Morgan, and which show that the 
latter was an alias, his right name being 
Samuel Addisen. 2 

When they were arrested, Inman 
on his person a heavy gold watch, which 
was taken from him, and which has since 
been identified, claimed and recovered by 
Dr, Dickens oi this city, as: his property, 
taken from @ trunk which was ritled the 
night of the mnrder at the Old Dickons 
Place. 

They also had on, and gave up ihe pis- 
tols and bowle-knite believed to be the 
ones with which that awful deel was com- 
rmaitted, One of the pistols has.the name 
Stanley engraved’ on the butt, and 
is ‘supposed to be the identical 
one deposited by Curlin at 
Townsend’s boarding-house as a pledge 
for the board of Inmanand Morgan, alias 
Addison, (see the testimony at the pre- 


liminery examination),«and which Patter- 
n.was soapxious to,and did redeem, 
fter it had been sold by Townsend. The 
isto], knife and papers are in the proper 
hands, and will he produced at the proper 
time. 

Verily ‘“‘he that liveth by the sword 
shall perish by the sword.” When and 
wheére will this long and horrible network 
of murder by ‘the shot, the blade, the 
bowl” end?

SECRET CONCLAVE OF THE BOARD OF 
- MAYOR AND ALDERMEN. 


Another Message from His Honor the Mayor. 


He Urges the Sale of the Railroad Stock, 
and ‘‘Goes For” the Newspapers, Etc.” 


The Board met pursuant to adjourn- 
ment, Chairman Swayne presiding. 

A quorum. being present, after calling 
the Board to order, the Chair explained 
the object of the meeting. The Secretary 
then read the following 

MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR, 
MAYor’'s OFFICE, MEMPHIs, TENN., 
June 16, 1869. 
The Honorable the Board of Aldermen: 


Without intending to elaborate or re- 
peat the plain business reasons already 
given why in my opinion we ought to sell 
our railroad stocks to meet the July in- 
terest on our bonds, I desire to correct 
one or two erroneous impressions that 
seem to prevailin the minds of some of 
those who oppose the measure. 

One opposer who ought to Know, and 
who pretends to know whereof he speaks, 
says inone placethat ‘‘the sale of the 
railroad stocks of the city would not pay 
halfthe July interest,” and in another 
that the stocks of thé city would sell for 
sixteen thousand dollars,” and then as- 
suming these as facts, as confidently says, 
“The Mayor has failed to show tLhat the 
sale of the stocks would provide for the 
interest.”’ 

Now, here are the facts, which show for 
themselves: We are offered for the city’s 
stock inthe Memphis and Little Rock 
Railroad alone, 391,520; and a banker of 
the city, taking this sale as an indication 
of our dotermination to pay our debts, 
offers to lend us the additional amount 
necessary to pay the July interest. This 
offer is not made by the *Citizens’ Union,”’ 
nor any one representing them, and would 
be as persistently opposed by that organ- 
ization as any other measure that has been 
suggested to sustain the credit and, pre- 
serve the honor of the city. 

The sale of the Memphis and Charles- 
ton Railroad stock is, happily for my ar- 
gument mentioned, as aconvincing argu- 
ment against the proposed sale. Now for 
the facts in regard to this. The city 
owned 8500,000 in said stock, for which an 
equal amount of City Bonds had been is- 
sued. Responsibie parties contracted 
With thecity totake this stock and as- 
sume the payment of the bonds and inter- 
est thereon. Since this transaction, these 
bonds have borne over $300,000 interest, 
which the city by the contract has been 
relieved from paying, and the stock can 
now be replaced at much less (as I am in- 
formed) than the bonds are worth, 

Thus the city has saved the $300,000 in- 
terest and present difference in value bé- 
tween $500,000 in the old railroad stock 
and an equal amount in Memphis Bonds, 
with less than twenty years to run. 

This I concede is just what would result 
if the sale of the Little Rock railroad 
stock isconsummated. Our debt to that 
extent would be paid, the interest thereon 
saved, and the stock if wanted, replaced 
‘years hence at less than we now realize
